The Wilmington gendarmes have a pretty good 
idea, they say, of who the individual was who 
called in at 7:45 Friday morning, to say that a 
bomb was planted in Wilmington High School, and 
it may well be that said individual may still 
end up looking out between the bars.

There was a lamp in the window. That ‘we can 
remember, but we have o other first hand know- 
ledge of what was in that store, because as & 
very'young boy we never got inside. The lamp 
however, was a thing of beauty, one of those 
with a spherical glass glove around the chimney 
— a globe decorated with pik flowers and green 
leaves We have no particular reason to remem— 
ber that lamp, but we have never forgotten it. 

That store was the headquarters of Harry 
Ames, retired Thespian. Harry, with his mother, 
founded the Ames News Company, and in keeping 
with his past profession Harry was just about 
the finest bit of sartorial splendor in the 
Town of Wilmington. He never appeared without 
spats, and when ontside there was always a 
jauntily cocked derby, and yellow gloves. 

If Harry ever appeared at his little empor- 
ium in the morning without freshly shaved jowls 
we think there would have been a revolution in 
Wilmington before the sun set that day. 

Anyway, Mr Ames accomplished & minor feat in 
those days, by becoming the Wilmington sales— 
agent for the Boston newspapers. 

Wilmington then had a population of some- 
where around 1750 people, but the long bearded 
and/or mustachioed gentlemen who hung around 
tudson's Corner (i.e. Main and Church St) nod- 
ded their heads in agreement, when they heard 
of Harry's feat. That agency, they said, was 
going to be really worth something when Wil- 
mington got a few more thousand people,
